‘DECISION  STILL 
NOT  ACCEPTABLE’ 

That’s  Why  Re- 
Study  Is  Asked. 

The  bi-annual  convention  at 
Sandusky  was  indeed  a  history 
making  affair  and  one  which 
should  have  far  reaching  results. 
Several  resolutions  were  passed 
which  have  a  direct  bearing  on 
Wartburg  College  and  especially 
the  future  Wartburg.  For  the 
benefit  of  the  alumni  who  have 
not  had  access  to  these  resolutions, 
they  will  be  reprinted  here  exact¬ 
ly  as  the  official  report  was  word¬ 
ed.  The  resolutions  follow: 

1.  It  is  therefore  RESOLVED 
that  we  accept  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  College  Steering 
Committee  to  plan  for  a  strong 
midwestern  college  as  soon  as 
possible,  but  that  its  location  be 
deferred  until  the  new  Board  of 
Christian  Higher  Education, 
elected  at  this  convention,  shall 
have  had  an  opportunity  to  re- 
study  this  matter:  and  that 
pending  the  completion  of  this 
study  no  funds  be  expended  in 
the  development  of  our  mid- 
western  college. 

2.  Be  it  further  RESOLVED  that 
all  previous  resolutions  in  con¬ 
flict  with  this  decision  are  here¬ 
by  rescinded. 

3.  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board 
of  Christian  Higher  Education 
be  authorized  to  restudy  the 
matter  of  location  of  our  mid- 
western  college  and  submit  Its 
findings  to  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees,  and  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  Board  of 
Christian  Higher  Education 
jointly  be  and  are  hereby  auth¬ 
orized  to  determine  the  location 
of  this  school. 

4.  An  extended  study  by  the 
College  Steering  Committee  de¬ 
veloped  that  the  previous  esti¬ 
mate  of  oast  involved  to  develop 
our  schools  to  first  class  insti¬ 
tutions  of  learning  will  require 
substantially  more  funds  than 
we  contemplated,  and  that  the 
change  of  location  for  the  mjd- 
western  school  will  further  in¬ 
crease  the  amount  of  approxi¬ 
mately  a  half  million  dollars. 

5.  It  is  therefore  RESOLVED 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees  is 
authorized  to  proceed  with  the 
solicitation  of  funds  for  exten¬ 
sion  of  our  college  program  dur¬ 
ing  the  month  of  November. 
1944,  and  to  continue  with  the 
ingathering  of  such  funds  dur¬ 
ing  1045;  also  that  our  consti¬ 
tuency  be  encouraged  to  support 
this  endeavor  to  their  fullest 
ability  in  order  that  the  sugges¬ 
tion  made  by  the  college  stecr^ 
lng  committee  may  bo  realized 
as  early  as  posisblc 

6.  It  Is  further  RESOLVED  that 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
Board  of  Christian  Higher 
Education  be  and  they  hereby 
are  authorized  to  plan  and  ex¬ 
ecute  the  college  improvement 
program  as  expeditiously 
funds  will  permit:  that  they 
rive  at  all  decisions  in  joint 
meetings,  and  that  no  commit¬ 
ments  on  separate  projects  be 
made  unless  funds  are  in  hand.

Suzanne  Silvercruys  Makes 
Big  Hit  at  First  Lyceum 
WINS  APPLAUSE 
OF  AUDIENCE 


Suzanne  Silvercruys,  world  fa¬ 
mous  Belgian  sculptor,  made  her 
appearance  at  the  St.  Paul’s  Parish 
House  last  Wednesday  evening. 
She  demonstrated  her  skill  by 
sculptoring  a  member  of  the  au¬ 
dience.  Miss  Silvercruys  sculptor- 
ed  her  subject  without  her  know¬ 
ledge  of  it,  having  studied  her 
features  before  her  lecture  and 
sculptoring  her  from  memory. 
Miss  Silvercruys  revealed  to  the 
audience  and  to  the  much  sur¬ 
prised  model  at  the  close  of  her 
lecture  who  she  had  sculptored 
and  her  audience  was  quick  to 
praise  and  show  their  approval  of 
her  work. 

During  the  sculptoring  of  her 
model  she  related  little  personal 
incidents  about  her  other  famous 
models.  Suzanne  has  sculptored 
Herbert  Hoover,  Katherine  Hep- 
burne.  Dr.  Alan  Roy  Defoe.  Ame¬ 
lia  Earhart  and  many  other  fa¬ 
mous  celebreties. 

Miss  Silvercruys  began  her  lec¬ 
ture  by  explaining  to  her  audience 
her  early  start  in  the  field  of  art. 
It  seems  that  she  was  seriously 
ill  and  had  no  motive  whatever 
to  want  to  live  any  longer.  One 
day  a  friend  called  and  gave  her 
some  modeling  clay  to  detract  her 
attention  from  herself.  This  was 
the  turning  fioint  in  Suzanne  Sil¬ 
vercruys’  life.  She  fashioned  an 
image  of  a  dog  from  the  clay  and 
this  model  won  for  her  an  entran¬ 
ce  at  the  Yale  school  of  Fine  Arts 
to  study  art.  Truly  a  brilliant  stu¬ 
dent  as  well  as  lecturer  she  com¬ 
pleted  the  five-year  course  in 
three  years.  Before  she  had  fin¬ 
ished  her  training  she  was  already 


sculptoring  Herbert  Hoover  and 
winning  many  nation-wide  con¬ 
tests. 

She  charmed  the  Wartburg 
College  audience  with  her  wit, 
cheered  them  with  her  courage, 
and  inspired  with  her  belief.  Suz¬ 
anne  Silvercruys  has  a  philosophy 
of  life  and  living  that  undoubtedly 
has  comforted  and  inspired  hun¬ 
dreds  who  have  heard  her  speak. 
She  emphasized  the  fact  that  we 
should  work  and  pray  for  the 
coming  day  when  the  entire  world 
will  be  at  peace  again,  for  we 
should  duly  be  prepared  for  this 
momentus  date. 

"Today  more  than  ever,"  she 
says,  “we  need  the  joy  and 
strength  which  we  can  get  through 
our  Faith  in  God  and  our  belief  ir. 
the  Beautiful  in  life."

DR.  HILTNER 
SPEAKS  FOR 
APPEAL  DRIVE 


Many  of  you  may  have  been 
wondering  why  Dr.  Hiltner  has 
not  been  conducting  his  Sunday 
morning  Bible  class  at  St.  Paul's. 
The  reason  for  this  is  that  he  has 
been  making  some  out-of-town 
sermons  for  the  educational  appeal 
program. 

On  October  21,  he  spoke  at 
Toeterville,  Iowa,  using  Matt.  28: 
19-20  as  his  text — "Teach  them 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded 
unto  you. "Quoting  Dr.  Hiltner, 
“The  future  of  the  church  is  at 
stake  in  this  appeal.  Close  the 
church  college  and  you  will  have 
to  close  the  church  doors.  The  life 
Of  the  congregation  depends  up¬ 
on  the  Christian  schools  that  train 
ministers  and  leaders  in  our 
Church.” 

Quoting  a  lawyer  from  Penn., 
the  speaker  said,  “Thousands  of 
our  youths  have  been  taught  un¬ 
belief  in  a  system  of  education 
that  leaves  out  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Redeemer  of  men,  and 
this  contriubutes  to  a  tragic  situa¬ 
tion  in  which  this  country  finds 
itself  today". 

Dr.  Hiltner  also  attended  the 
meeting  of  the  Waterloo  Conferen- 
t  Frederika,  Iowa.  He  gave  a 
paper  on  ‘‘Neo-Orthodoxy’’  which 
showed  that  large  numbers  of  mo¬ 
dern  American  theologians  are 
coming  back  to  old  gospel  truths, 
just  like  the  Lutheran  Church  has 
been  preaching  for  quite  some 
.  The  speaker  said,  “Modem 

_  needs  old  truths  about  sin 

and  salvation,  especially  in  these 
days  and  times."  At  this  conferen¬ 
ce  the  Wartburg  College  question 
was  thoroughly  discussed  and  the 
pastors  passed  a  resolution  to  give 
the  educational  appeal  their 
whole-hearted  support. 

Dr.  Hiltner  has  been  asked  to 
preach  the  re-dedication  service  at 
Parkersburg,  Iowa  on  November 
5th.  The  presiding  pastor  is  G. 
F.  Dirks. 

He  also  plans  to  attend  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Board  of  Parish  Educa¬ 
tion  in  Chicago  on  November  13 
and  14,  at  which  a  new  executive 
secretary  is  to  be  elected  in  place 
of  Dr.  Hieronymous. 


CHURCH  VOTES 
TORE-STUDY 

To  clear  up  any  false  impres¬ 
sions  which  might  have  arisen 
after  the  convention  at  Sandusky, 
the  college  office  released  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statement: 

j"Tho  location  of  Wartburg  Col¬ 
lege  is  to  be  restudied.  That  was 
the  unanimous  decision  of  the 
delegates  attending  the  convention 
of  the  American  Lutheran  Church 
held  in  Sanduskv,  Ohio,  from  Oc¬ 
tober  9  to  14.  f The  Educational 
Appeal  for  funds  to  extend  our 
college  program  is  to  proceed  as 
planned  but  no  funds  arc  to  be 
expended  in  the  development  of 
Wartburg  college  until  the  loca¬ 
tion  study  Is  completed. 

"The  new  study  Is  to  be 
made  by  the  Board  of  Christ¬ 
ian  Higher  Education  of  the 
church.  Their  findings  arc  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  these  two  boards 
jointly  are  authorized  to  de¬ 
termine  the  location  of  the 
college. 

"The  resolution  to  restudy  wasi 
submitted  to  the  convention  be- 1 
cause,  as  the  committee  stated,! 
the  seat  of  our  midwestern  is  still  I 
not  acceptable  to  a  large  group  of 
our  people.  Discussion  aroused  | 
when  the  report  of  the  Steering 
Committee  for  the  Educational 
Appeal  was  considered,  provoked  I 
the  calling  of  a  special  meeting  of 1 
delegates  of  the  midwestern  dis-l 
tricts  of  the  church.  A  straw  vote  | 
taken  at  this  meeting  showed  that 
a  strong  majority  favored  reloca¬ 
ting  the  college. 


With  119  of  the  student 
pledges  returned,  the  total 
pledged  stands  at  S3.608.00, 
or  an  average  of  $30.30  per 
pledge. 

Approximately  20  pledges 
are  yet  to  be  returned  which 
means  that  the  $4,000  mark 
may  be  reached. 

About  $175.00  has  been 
paid  in  cash  and  further 
cash  payments  should  be 
made  to  the  treasurer’s  of¬ 
fice. 

About  90  per  cent  of  the 
students  who  have  returned 
their  pledges  have  stated 
their  desire  to  have  their 
pledge  credited  to  their 
home  congregation's  quota.

The  Wartburg  College  fa¬ 
culty  members  have  pledged 
a  grand  total  of  $5,045  as  Its 
contribution  to  the  educa¬ 
tional  appeal.  That  figure 
does  not  Include  the  contri¬ 
butions  of  faculty  members 
who  are  no  now  leave  of  ab- 
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Waverly  Bound. 

The  Ionian  Singers,  who  will  be 
heard  here  on  November  7th  at 
St.  Paul’s  Parish  House  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Wartburg  College 
Artist  Series,  are  an  all-American 
ensembed  established  several 
years  ago  with  the  purpose  of 
seeking  out  and  making  available 
to  the  public  the  best  of  male- 
voice  music,  from  the  days  of  P.i- 
lestrinu  to  our  own.  Its  research 
has  unearthed  masterpieces  which 
have  been  all  but  completely  for¬ 
gotten  because  of  the  long-stand¬ 
ing  preoccupation  of  male  singing 
groups  with  the  less  difficult  bol- 
lads  and  popular  hits  of  the  hour. 

The  Personnel 

The  personnel  comprises  Alan 
Adair,  the  first  tenor,  who  is  also 
a  boating  enthusiast,  and  enjoys 
his  summer  cottage  on  a  New  Jer¬ 
sey  lake.  Albert  Barber,  the  se¬ 
cond  tenor,  maintains  that  animal 
pets  (especially  cats)  and  archi¬ 
tecture  are  his  chief  extra-curri¬ 
cular  interests.  Bryce  Fogle,  bari- 
tons  and  painist  has  the  cloistered 
tastes  of  a  student  and  a  philoso¬ 
pher.  He  conducts  a  voluminous 
correspondence,  and  has  the  en¬ 
viable  faculty  of  writing  a  beauti¬ 
ful  hand  even  when  in  motion, 
on  train  or  bus.  Hildreth  Martin 
bass,  returns  to  his  native  Ver¬ 
mont  each  summer  to  enjoy  out¬ 
door  work  such  as  wood-cutting 
and  farming;  and  when  time  per¬ 
mits,  sailing,  swimming,  softball 
or  tennis  for  recreation. 

Superb  Entertainers 

These  men  say  that  singing  can 
and  should  be  more  precise  in 
intonation  than  it  is  possible  to 
achieve  with  instrumental  ‘assis¬ 
tance.’  Therefore,  rather  than  ac¬ 
custom  their  ears  to  the  compro¬ 
mised  and  slightly  imperfect  inter- 
do  all  their  rehearsing  of  "a  cap- 
vals  and  chords  of  the  piano,  they 
pella"  music,  from  the  very  first 
reading,  without  the  aid  of  an  in¬ 
strument. 

They  have  been  told  countless 
times  that  they  sound  like  a  string 
quartet,  The  repertoire  of  a  vocal 
ensemble,  however,  as  quite  dif¬ 
ferent  from  that  available  to  in¬ 
strumental  groups,  Long  works  in 
sonata-form  seem  never  to  have 
attempted  for  concerted  voices, 
but  Ihe  Ionians  have  been  able 
to  introduce  great  variety  of  style 
and  mood  and  expression  in  their 
selection  of  the  smaller  forms 
available  to  them.  They  have  en¬ 
deavored  to  build  their  programs 
architecturally — to  make  them 
completely  rewarding  to  the  lovers 
of  abstract  music,  but  at  the  same 
time  interesting  from  beginning 
to  end  to  the  many  who  come  not 
for  education,  but  frankly  for  en¬ 
tertainment. 

Thus,  avoiding  the  extremes  of 
too  much  academic  classicism  on 
the  one  band  and  of  triviality  on 
the  other,  the  Ionias  have  tried 
to  construct  programs  both  educa¬ 
tional  and  diverting,  compounded 
of  the  exotic  and  the  familiar,  of 
the  ancient  and  the  ultra-modern 
of  the  severe  and  the  amusing.

On  Thursday,  October  12,  the  i 
students  were  entertained  by  a  j 
film  strip  which  was  dedicated  to  j 
the  Sunday  School  teachers.  Dr. 
Hiltner  explained  the  film  to  the 
students. 

Alfred  Oeschlager  was  in  charge 
of  the  student's  convocation  on 
Friday.

The 
Knights  held  for  downs  and  Lu¬ 
ther  kicked  to  the  Wartburg  38. 
On  the  first  play  the  Knights' 
38  Bill  Hanson,  fullback,  brose 
away  for  a  34  yard  run  to  start  off 
the  Wartburg  drive  which  carried 
them  to  the  Simpson  one  yard  line 
with  Koch,  Sailer  and  Hanson  all 
carrying  the  ball.  Sailer,  quarter¬ 
back  then  took  the  ball  over  on 
a  quarterback  sneak.  Koch  at¬ 
tempted  a  place  kick  for  the  extra 
point  but  it  fell  short  of  its  mark.

to  carry  out  their  threat. 

Sailer  returned  a  punt  from  his 
own  40  to  his  own  45  but  the 
Hertelmen  were  penalized  15 
yards  for  clipping  which  took  the 
oval  back  to  the  Wartburg  30. 
From  this  point  the  Knights  start¬ 
ed  their  second  successful  touch¬ 
down  march.  In  eleven  plays', 
which  included  a  21  yard  run  by 
Koch,  the  Knights  took  the  ball 
to  the  Luther  4  yard  stripe.  Koch 
then  smashed  over  his  left  tackle 
for  the  touchdown.  Sailer  attemp¬ 
ted  to  carry  the  ball  around  for 
the  extra  point  but  was  stopped 
at  the  line  of  scrimmage. 

The  Norsemen  came  back  in  tl 
second  half  with  new  vigor  and  „ 
tricky  pass  offense  which  kept  the 
Knights  on  their  toes  during  the 
entire  second  period.  The  Norse¬ 
men  were  continually  threatening 
the  Wartburg  goal  bul 
Knight’s  goalline  stands 
tightened  at  the  last  minute  and 
the  attempts  of  the  visitors 
score  were  thwarted. 

The  Norsemen’s  passes  took 
them  to  Wartburg’s  20  yard  line 
several  times  but  numerous  fum¬ 
bles  and  interceptions  kept  them 
from  doing  any  real  damage.  Al¬ 
though  the  Wartburg  pass  defense 
as  a  whole  was  weak,  Lowell  Koch 
consistently  intercepted  goal  line 
passes  to  prevent  the  Decorah  ele¬ 
ven  from  scoring. 

Koch  did  a  fine  job  of  punting 
and  his  40  and  50  yard  punts  were 
a  real  factor  in  the  Knight’s  at¬ 
tempts  to  slow  down  the  fast  mov¬ 
ing  Luther  team. 

Wartburg  took  the  advantage  in 
the  first  downs  column  14  to  11. 
Nine  of  the  Luther  first  downs 
were  made  in  the  last  half  and 
most  of  them  were  a  result  of  pass 
plays.  The  Knights  also  out  rush¬ 
ed  the  visitors  from  the  line  of 
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The  Wartburg  eleven  drew  the 
first  blood  in  the  initial  quarter. 
The  Knights  were  forced  to  kick 
on  fourth  down  and  Kock's  kick 
went  out  of  bounds  on  the  Simp¬ 
son  nine.  The  Knights  tightened 
their  defense  and  held  the  Red- 
men  right  there  forcing  them  to 
kick  out  of  a  tight  spot.  The  kick 
by  Williams  of  the  visitors  was 
poor  and  traveled  only  to  the 
Simpson  18.  On  the  first  play 
Koch  swept  around  right  end  and 
carried  the  ball  to  the  nine 
the  next  play  Hanson 
through  a  big  hole  in  the  line  to 
reach  paydirt.  Koch  attempted  the 
extra  point  kick,  but  it  went  wide 
of  the  uprights.

Neither  team  was  able  to  get 
the  ball  into  a  threatening  posi¬ 
tion  until  the  few  minutes  of  the 
second  period.

On  the  first 
play  a  pass  from  Hoyman  to

The  second  half  was  a  defensive 
battle  with  each  team  threatening 
only  once.  Williams,  Simpson's 
outstanding  back,  broke  away  for 
50  yards  to  the  Wartburg  20  where 
'  as  tackled  by  Sailer,  the  last 
between  the  runner  and  the 
goal  line.  Sailer  did  an  amazing 
job  of  tackling  on  this  particular 
occasion  since  he  had  to  break 
through  three  interference  men  to 
reach  the  runner.  The  Knights 
tightened  again  and  held  for 
downs,  and  the  Simpson  threat 

In  the  last  quarter  the  Wartburg 
pass  offense  began  to  click  and 
several  passes  from  Koch  to  Sailer 
and  Buechler  carried  the  ball  to 
the  Simpson  18.  The  next  play  was 
a  pass  from  Koch  to  Sailer  which 
took  him  over  the  stripes,  but  the 
pass  was  ruled  illegal,  since  Sailer 
had  lined  up  too  close  to  the 
line  of  scrimmage  to  be  an  eligible 
receiver. 

This  line  play  of  both  teams 
as  exceptional,  tightening  up  at 
ie  tense  moments  when  it  count- 
1  most.  In  the  Simpson  backfield 
Hoyman  and  Williams  were  out¬ 
standing  while  in  the  Wartburg 
backfield  Koch,  Sailer  and  Buech¬ 
ler  all  did  an  outstanding  job.

tice.  The  Knights  really  work 
hard  as  Doc  trains  them  for  the 
coming  game. 

‘Roesler,  take  that  dummy  over 
to  the  sidelines.  No,  not  Bauer — 
I  mean  the  one  without  the  foot¬ 
ball  suit  on."  Of  course  Roesler  is 
quick  to  heed  his  request  as  are 
the  other  of  his  charges.
